PORTERVILLE — Twelve thousand hot cakes are on order for 
the 14th annual 4-H Chuckwagon breakfast that will be served 
Saturday morning, 5:30 a.m. until 9:30 a.m. in Smith’s Town 
square, Porterville, with 11 southeastern Tulare county 4-H clubs 
joining forces to stage what is without doubt the largest 4-H event of 
its kind in the country. 

Club members and leaders are shooting for a record, which if 
reached, will have to be around 6,000 persons, since 5,706 were 
served in the previous record year - 1967. Last year, 4,046 persons 
were served. 

And on order along with the hot cakes are 600 pounds of sausage, 
150 gallons of orange juice, 240 gallons of coffee, 165 gallons of 
milk including 40 gallons to go into 8,000 scrambled eggs, 12,000 
butter patties, and 150 pounds of prunes. 

In order to handle the anticipated crowd, parents and club leaders 
will set up tables and benches to seat nearly 800 persons at one time; 
several serving lines will be in operation; and chefs of great renown 
will be working over 20 new stoves that the Chuckwagon breakfast 
committee has purchased. 

The 11 4-H clubs that are sponsoring this year’s breakfast are: 
Burton, Ducor, Pleasant View, Vandalia, Terra Bella, Urbaneers, 
Lindsay, Success Valley, Prairie Center, Rockford and Westfield. 

Breakfast tickets at $1.00 for adults and 75 cents for children 12 
years of age and under are being sold by participating club members 
and will be available on the grounds. Much of the food served is 
donated or purchased at wholesale prices, making the economical

A spokesman for the North Vietnamese delegation to the Paris 
peace talks said today that he is happy indeed that America is 
staging peace marches and peace demonstrations next week, even in 
smaller communities such as Porterville.

He said that firing squads to administer this government are 
well-trained, efficient, and ready to march. He then revealed that on 
their rifles is a newly-developed Communist Peace Dove bayonet.

Nixon as a capitalist war monger whose efforts toward peace are a 
deceitful and treacherous sham. He complemented the Peace 
demonstrators for their enlightened ability to follow the true 
proponents of peace - the North Vietnamese communists. 

He urged peace marchers and fellow travelers to intensify their 
efforts, stating that with this kind of support in America the North 
Vietnamese delegation at the Paris peace talks can write its own 
ticket by merely doing nothing - just sitting around while Americans 
drive America down the drain.

Pirate Treasure Days

C ikornis has the tightest 
smog controls in the nation. Yet 
the smog remains. Where is it 
coming from? How much longer 
will we have to put up with it? 

According to Air Pollution 
Control authorities, nearly 90% 
of the total tonnage of air pollu- 
tants in the Los Angeles Basin is 
caused by motor vehicles.

Certainly plants show the 
results of tender loving care but 
like many unwashed children 
they survive in pretty poor 
environments too. They are 
adaptable, forgiving, and rugged 
and pretty capable at fending for 
themselves. Especially rugged are 
bulbs. They have all the supplies 
for this year built right into 
themselves. Like the instant 
cookie mix you just add water, 
stick them in nature’s oven, and 
wait. 

Another rugged child of 
nature is rye grass seed. This can 
be sown right over bermuda 
lawns, watered well, and before 
you know it you will have raised 
something to replace your crab 
grass. Stays green all winter and 
keeps the mud out of the house.

SACRAMENTO — More than 
90 observers will spend two days 
atop 50 mountains and ridges 
around the rim of the southern 
San Joaquin Valley, hoping for a 
glimpse of the largest land bird 
in North America the 
California condor. 

The bird-watching operation, 
scheduled for October 15-16, is 
part of a major effort by the 
California Department of Fish 
and Game and — other 
conservation agencies to save the 
condor from extinction. 

This will be the fifth year of 
the condor survey. Counts were 
38 condors in 1965, 51 in 1966, 
46 in 1967, and 52 in 1968. The
